Will Accept the Compromtie, 

PiTTSBiTR(}, Sept. 8.— The convention 
of mine workers yesterday to select 
delegates to the Colambas convention 
was one of the largeat eTer hM, and 
probably haa not been before eqnallfd 
in ezdtemont and importance. The 
fatare of thonsands of miners, their 
wives and children, depended ou the ac- 
tion of the patherinK- Although the rank 
and file of the delegates seemed imbued 
with the idea that the operators were 
ready to throw np their hands and pay 
the 60-cent rate demanded by the atrik- 
en, President Patrick Dolan by excel- 
lent diplomacy, tact and perseverance, 
kept them bo well within bonnds, t}iat 
the delegates from this district have 
fidtm to ( 'olumbas with instructions to 
use their discreiion in the settlement of 
the difficulty. 

President Dolan was well aware of 
the fact tliat if the delegates went to 
Colnmbus convention instructed to hold 
out for tiie tJit-ceiit rate rate, another 
struggle more bitter than ever, with 
hunger and starvation for many, was 
imminent. To liim almost alone be- 
longs tlie credit of having the delegates 
go unhanip'Tcd by resolutions and free 
to art as they think be.st for the good of 
the miners of the Pittsburg district. 
Dolan s idea was to have the delegates 
go to Columbus untrammeled, where 
they could cousmt with delegates from 
other states and with the national offi- 
cials. He intimated that there would 
be many queationi and facta to be con- 
Bidt red tliat have as yet not appeared on 

the surface. 

From another source it has been 
learned that Dolau will make a big 
fight at Columbus on behalf of the min- 
ing industry of western Pennsylvania. 
It Is stated that at the conference with 
the operators at Columbus last week he 
was apprised of certain facts which led 
him to believe that not only the opera- 
tors bat the miners of this district have 
been discriminated against, and a tight 
will be nude for justice and fairness. 
Whether or not the entire battle will be 
fooffht out is an open question, but it is 
known that ' the oasis for a periiianent 
Mttlement in the Pittsburg district 
next December will be well defined and 
thoroQshly understood at this confer- 
ence. If the Issties are too finely drawn 
it is intimated that there will be seces- 
sion from the national onianicacion by 
. the Pittajborg dittriot 1^ many this 
more seeaia piohsble. Dolan h^tii* 
empathy and rapiiart of the mfionlj 
ci the opemtm here, and if sooceeds 
in raUying t^ ogdners of other states 
to his oMse «• well as he has soooeoded 
at home, h« will hare won a gtaat 
battle. 

Dolan, will ose every endeavor to 
bring the convention into line for the 
acceptance of the compromise rate, and 
knows he has a taak confronting him. 
Many delegates from other states, nota- 
bly Illinois and Ohio, will go into the 
convention with a determination to 
hang out for the 69-cent rate in spite of 
the "Wish of the national officers. Dolan 
knows this, and in ord^r to have his 
own district with him he succeeded in 
choking off a resolution embodying tlie 
rate question by one of the most elo- 
quent speeches ever heard in the city 
hall and gained the victory he fought 
for. 

RATCHFORD'S RECO MMENDATIONS. 

H* Advlsea the Itinera to Accept of th« 
. Coirfj>roiiiUe Rute. 

t Massillos, U., Sept. 8.— President 
/ Ratchford of the miuers' organization 
ItViTted f ojr Coliimbns last night toa^ 
tend the mass convention. He said he 
believed the miners wbuld accept (ha 45- 
cent rate and return to work. 

"The miners will meet the proposi- 
tion like men" ho said, "and will be 
guided by their judgment n^her thpn 
their desires. Our exeoative oooncU 
was nnonimoos in its reconimendations, 
each member like myself, feeling that 
it was his duty to make known um ao- 
taal condition and recommend accord- 
ing to his judgment. With this done, 
the case rests in the hands of the min- 
ers, and if they see fit to continue the 
strike, the responsibility of their failare 
will be theirs and not tbeir officials. I 
do not, however, anticipate any inch 
continuance. The miners will accept 
and resume work in a few days. 

"It was plainly apparent to us," Mr. 
Ratchford coiltinued, "that the opera- 
tors would never pay 69 cents, the price 
deniunded. It would be cheaper for them 
to cancel all contracts afld keep thdr 
mines closed until the first of next year. 
Now, my advice to my fellow miners is 
to accept the recommendation of their 
officers. If they reject it, ttkey will have 
to fight it oat to the end hnd I fear the 
result. The advance demanded by the 
miners' organization is 16 cents a 
ton. The proposed compromiso gives 
us 11 cents a ton, or 4 cents less than 
our demand. The gain to the Ohio 
iniuers alone, by multiplying the in- 
^creaso by the number of tons produced 
annually, would amount to |1, 430,000. 
Add to tnis a proportionate advance to all 
branches of labor around the mines, 
and it will increase the amount to near- 
ly $2,000,000 to be divided between 25,- 
tiOO miners and mine laborers in this 
state alone. Curry this line of reaspn- 
ing to the other states and it will be 
found that the total gains to the miners 
of those states will excejjd IC.OOO.OOO, or

POINTS AGAINST LUE1GERT. 

Mofi 0»auslav B«f4eMe AtalasS She 

Prieeoer Introduoed Into the Trial. 

Cbicaoo, Sept. 8. — Two strong points 
were scored by the prosecution in the 
Luet^ert trial yesterday and unless the 
defense is able to impeach the testi- 
mony of the witneifes thdlr evidence is 
Uktiy to have consldarable weight with 
the Jury. The two witnesses were 
Nicholas Faber, who testified that on 
the night of May 1, he saw Luetgert 
and his wife enter the sausage factory 
and Charles Hengst, who swore that on 
the night of May 1, he passed the fac- 
tory, and heard a cry from within, as 
though some one was in pain. At the 
hearing before the police justice by 
whom Luetgert was held to wait the 
action of the grand jurv, Hengst said 
that he could not tell whether the cry 
was that of a human being or of an 
animal. Yesterday, he said, however, 
that he was confident that the cry came 
from a human being. The defense re- 
lies greatly on the statement he made 
before the trial to impeach his testi- 
mony. 

Faber grew confused somewhat on 
cross-examination and could not tell 
whether the moon shone or whether it 
was a cloudy night when he saw Luet- 
gert and his wife enter the factory on 
the night of May 1, but he stuck stoutly 
to his story that he had seen the two 
people er^ter the factory shortly after 10 
o'clock on the night of Mav 1. 

The reading of the love letters which 
had been written by Luetgert to Mrs. 
Feldt was great fun for tne crowd in 
the courtrwim. and it was very embar- 
rassing for the defendant, as iu several 
of them ho had spoken iu a slighting 
manner of the lawyers who are now 
conducting his defense, saying that they 
were "greedy," and "not able to handle 
a trial of such importance." He laid 
particular stress on the incompetence of 
Judge Viucont, who is now the leading 
counsel for the defense. When these 
portions of the letters were read the 
lawyers laoghed, and nobody enjoyed 
them more than Judge Vincent, but it 
was not pleasant for Luetgert, who 
twisted around in his chair, mopped his 
fac^ with his handkerchief and seemed 
to be uncomfortable generally. 

The defense made a strong fight 
against the introdooticm of the letters, 
and when the ooort decided that they 
were proper evidence, the defense asked 
that they be read iu Oerman, as they 
might lose some of their original mean 
ing by being read in English. This the 
cotirt also overruled, and the letters 
went before th9 Jtur as the translate 
made them out. he, however, swearing 
that the translation was entirely cor- 
rect. 

CONDITI ONS "b> CROPS. 

Weather Borcaa's Report Tor the Week 

Ending September 0. 

Washington, Sept. B.— The weather 
bureau, in its report of crop conditions 
for the week ending Sept. 6, says. 

In the central ^leys and southern 
states the week has not been favorable, 
owing to general absence of rain and 
prevalence of high temperatures. Hot, 
drying winds have proved injurious in 
the states of the lower Missouri and 
central Mississippi valleys, and rains, 
nnnsnally heavy for the season, in Ore- 
gon and Washington, interfered with 
the harvesting and thrashing in those 
states, but caused no serious injury to 
grain. 

Ccrn has been very favorably affect- 
ed by the weather conditions W the 
past week in the principal com produc- 
ing states. High temperature and ab- 
sence of much-needed rain have 
checked growth of the late crop and 
caiued too hasty ripening, while the 
balance of hot winds have caused in- 
jury, particularly in the states of lower 
Missouri valley. In Iowa and Missouri 
much com is past help and will be cut 
for fodder. The oonditions, however, 
have been more faTOraUe to corn in the 
lake region, upper Ohio valley and New 
England and in the middle Atlantic 
states, the crop is generally doing well. 

The general condition of cotton is less 
favorable than in the previous week, 
and over portions of the middle and 
eastern seonons of the cotton belt there 
has been malkeddftMioration. Absence 
of rain has caused it to open rapidly and 
to some extent premata^^. In por- 
tions of south and soatliirest Texas 
showers improved late ^tOD and the 
"top" crop, but ovet the northern por- 
tion of the state and over the central 
and eastern portions of the cotton belt 
the conditions have been unfavorable, 
except for picking, which has progressed 
rapialy. 

The bulk of the tobacco crop has been 
cut and housed, genirally in good con- 
dition, except in KenitUfiky and Tennes- 
see, where the crop promises to be very 
short, particularly iu the first named 
sUte.

Tttm that time tha wound 
prow rapidly worse, and for the past 
wo' days Mr. Pearos hias been uncon- 
scious. His head has swollen and the

Many Other* Badljr Damaced and \^'ln- 
dow OlMt Brokm ta Ev«ry Uonee In 
Town — A SmaU Boy ruysd With 
Matchei — Runaway Accident — I'loneerit 
Paas Away -Other Ohio State New*. 
Cyonet, O., Sept. 8.-^A terrible ex- 
plosion of nitroglycerin occurred here 
yesterday afternoon at 8 o'clock, which 
resulted iu the death of six jieople, and 
the injury to a number of others. The 
dead are : 
Sam Barber. 
Allen Fallis. 
John Thompson. 
Charles Bartel. 
Henry Lansdale. 
— Havens, a boy. 

The explosion occurred at Grant well, 
located at the rear of the Nafii.nal .Sup- 
ply company's ofHce l)uil(l nu', iii the 
village limits. This well had ju^t been 
shot by Samuel Barbe^-, tlio shooter for 
the Ohio and Indiana Torpedo com- 
pany. The well was a gnsserand whe-i 
the 120 quarts of glycerine let down 
into the well exploded, the gas ignited 
and with a terrillc roar the fiamei shot 
high above the derric'{. 

As soon as the drillers saw the flumes 
several climbed in to the derrick to shut 
off the gas, but they had hardly gotten 
there when there was a tcrriiie explo- 
sion. The burning gas had set (ire to 
the remaining nitroglycerin in tlie 
empty cans standing iu a wagon near 
the derrick. In another wagon ne;irby 
were some cans containing another l.U 
quarts of the stuff, and this was started 
by the force of the first explosion. 

The second was blended with the tirst 
in a mighty roar and the town and sur- 
rounding country for miles trembled 
from the shock. The National Supply 
company's building was completely de- 
molihhed and nothing remains but a big 
hole where t^e wagons stood. There is 
not a wliole pane of glass in any win- 
dow in the town and every house and 
store was shaken to its foundations. 

There was awful excitement over the 
affair and all the remaining population 
of the town rushed to the spot. 

The damage to the Ohio Uil company 
will amount to $8,000. Eight buildings 
are a total wreck and many others dam- 
aged. The town has a population of 
about 1,200. Many bystandwra were 
woimded.

The creeks are nmning 
low and cattle will suffer for water if 
relief does not come from the clouds.

Efforts to Stamp Out Yellow 
Pever Proving Successful.

Symptom* of Yellow F«ver - No >>w 
Caaet Reported From There — That Citjr 
Entirely Cat Otf From th« Otttald* 
World -Utiier Quarantine*. 

Nkw Oklkan«, i=ept. Another day 
has passed without a single case of yel- 
low fever having been reported to the 
state board of health. But one imported 
case thus far has been developed here 
and death has wiped that out. The 
board of health, through its president. 
Dr. Olliphant, and its president pro 
tem., Dr. Waliiisley, declares that in 
spite of all reports to the contrary, not 
one of the many who had come hither 
from Ocean Springs has been stricken 
with the fell disease. 

At the GMpi residence, where the 
tint and fatal case was reported Sun- 
day, the premises have been thoroughly 
impregnated with sulphur and it is be- 
lieved every liugeriug germ therein has 
been killed. The four inmates, two 
servants and the mother and brother of 
the boy, are absolutely quarantined. 
No one is permitted either to enter or to 
leave the house, which will bo in charge 
of the board for five days. 

Physicians are pronii>tly reporting 
cases of fever that come under thru- 
observation. Dr. Walins'ii-y s;ii(l that 
four or five doubtful < - liad bi'cn n-- 
ported and that mt lulu i- of the board 
of e\;i<'rts had iiivcstiKati d tlieiu all. 
Ill I'.oTu- of thi'iii was tlieri' a trad' or 
syiiiptoiii of yellow fever. 

< Illy one additional death has been 
reported at t cean .'Springs witli symi>- 
Toms of yellow fever, a mulatto. No 
new cases have been reimrted. Ocean 
Sjirings has now been absolutely cut o'V 
fro:ii the outside world, and the only 
meaii> of reaehiiig the town are by wire 
or mail. The telegraph operator there 
is well nisrh worked to death. Serious 
siill'eriiig is certain to follow. It is said 
there is only one ton of ice in tin' town 
and there is jui w;ij' to get more. Ice is 
Tece>sary where fever ragi s. Physi- 
cians at till- Sjirings get but little rest 
anil it is not so certain tlie medical sup- 
plies will not soon be exlia-.isted, but in 
tlie course of a day or two means will 
be found wliereliy relief will be sup- 
plied. If requireil city physicians will 
voluntettr to aid the local doctors. 

GOVERNMENT TAKES ACTION. 

The Marine Hospital Scrvlee* Will Render 
All Aaslstane* PotalbU. 

WASnNOTCK, Sept 8.— The general 
government will render all assistance 

in its power to check the spread of yel- 
low fever. This vill be done mainly 
through the agency of the marine hos- 
pital service. Dr. Walter Wymon, the 
hesid of the bureau, has returned to the 
city and assumed active charge in di- 
recting the n'ork of assisting the state 
offlcials of Mississippi in their efforts to 
confine the disease to the locality where 
it appears to have started. 

The marine liospital service has am- 
ple camp material and erjuipage on 
hand. Ihe splendid outfit w hich has 
been at (iaiiiesville, Ga. , w.as started 
on a train for tlie vicinity of Ocean 
Springs. It will b ' taken to within !iO 
or 4 > miles of the jiJac e and if a camp of 
detention is found necessary, the Oiitlit 
will be used as oeca-ion m.iy re |Uire. 
The bureau al-ci keep, [lorrable apiia- 
ratuses at ^a\ annali, Ga , iiitt iuli tl for 
US" in ei>idemirs. It consists of ma- 
chines for disinfecting places. They 
have br'en started for the . vidnity ot 
(Jceau Springs.

New York, September 7.— After the 

temporary holiday lull iu the apeculi:- 
tive activity in the grain marketa prices 
made another }amp toward higher levela 
this morning. 

In the wheat pit at the Producera £x- 
chanRe the Septmnber option, whieh 
closed on Saturday at $1, started to-day 
at 11.02^, and December was even 
atronger at the opening at $1.00J,or2j 
cent! over the final fijpirea on Saturday. 



Wabuinqton, Septeiiilit'i 7.— Tht Sec- 
retary of Agriculture has just returned 
to Waahiogton from an extensive trip 
throiiKh the West, (lunnji whii li in- made 
a close examination of agricultural inter- 
eats. "People who think there is to be 
an nnnsually heavy t ro|( of wheat are 
, mistaken," said Secretary Wilson. "It 
will be an average crop only, and the ex- 
pectations are below the averajje instead 
of above. That will mean higher prices 
of course, and wheat will go atill higher. 

"The prospects are for a short crop of 
corn, also. If there is frost within the 
next two weeks in the Northwest half 
the corn crop will be lost. The people 
will not suffer, however, becanae there is 
a large portion of last year'u crop on 
hand. ' Higher prioea for com will pre- 
vail becauae the demand for it will be in- 
creased because of the lack of sufficient 
wheat to fill the demand fur breadstufia." 

The highest price, wheat brouKht at 
Cincinnati Tuesday waa 95i cents. At 
Chicago wheat opened at 96 and closed 

at 9f)l. At St. Louis 081 was asked for 
cash wheat.
